A Righteous Law. 

The following humane and rea-

eight consecutive hours, without 
unloading the same for rest, water 
and feeding for a period of at least

Riding witha straight leg 
and a long stirrup almost invariably 
produces what ate called Knocked 
knees. Nearly all the mounted 
soldiers of the British army suffer 
from this deformity, as any one who 
will take the trouble to jiotice the 
men of the Life Guards. and Blues 
walking may satisfy himself.
